PROBLEMS AND PROGRESS IN LAND USE POLITICS AND 
LAW EXAMINED IN MONOGRAPH PUBLISHED BY GWU 

WASHINGTON, D.C.-- Land Use Politics and Law in the 1970's , a 
monograph that discusses recent governmental roles and trends in land 
use regulation on the federal, state, and local levels, has been 
published by the Program of Policy Studies in Science and Technology 
of The George Washington University. The monograph is authored by 
Charles M. Lamb, Research Scientist of the Program of Policy Studies. 

The result of a study supported by a grant to the Program of 
Policy Studies from the National Aeronautics and Space Administration 
(NASA), the monograph examines political and legal questions raised in 
recent years in the debate over who has the actual authority to regulate 
land usage. Among the related areas addressed in the monograph are: 
problems of land usage in an urban-centered society; traditional roles 
of federal, state, and local government in land use regulation; the 
effect of impeachment politics on recent congressional land use legis¬ 
lation; case studies of successful state-level land use control move¬ 
ments; constitutional issues raised by local attempts at growth limi¬ 
tations; and an overview of significant federal land use laws enacted 
over the past few years.

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In his conclusion. Lamb suggests future implications of recent political 
and legal developments in land use controls. He contends that, in addition to 
federal action, the largest measure of responsibility for future land use 
regulation must rest with state and local governments. "In the latter half of 
the 1970's, 1 ' he notes, "more state and local governments will be forced to adopt 
more stringent guidelines for development. Few, if any, can afford to continue 
to ignore land utilization problems, their impact upon everyday life, and their 
effect upon future generations." 

Lamb also recognizes that while the nation's current economic problems 
are limiting development, policymakers must remember that this is not a long-term 
solution. "In the long run," he adds, "the nation cannot depend upon such 
economic conditions as the spiraling costs of fuel, the depressed building market, 
or inflated interest rates to curtail the onrush of development around our urban 
centers. There is no question that positive and forceful governmental action 
is required."

(in Mexico), Etruscan art and archeology (in Italy), historical 
archeology (in St. Mary's City, Md.), as well as in capital city history, 
the silent film, dance, movement education, contemporary politics, and 
speech pathology and audiology on campus.
